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Our telegrams state that the most important 
election ever held in Germany has resulted 
in favour of the Kaiser and a Government 
majority seems now certain. The issue was of 
enormous importance, for the Germans had tu 
choose between two alternatives, whether the 
Hohenzollern dynasty was to dictate the policy 
of the Empire without asking popular advice, 
or whether the people were to have a larger 
share of . self government and a more final 
control of their own taxation. The German 
people, as the results of the elections show, 
have decided that they wish to be governed 
directly by the Emperor and his representa. 
tives in preference to exercising themselves a 
controlling influence over their own destiny 
Heine says somewhere that an Englishman 
loves liberty steadily as he loves his lawful wife, 
a Frenchman passionately asa mistress, but a 
German’s love of liberty is asa man’s love fo 
his grandmother. 

The truth of this comparison is seen in these 
elections, The German people are just awaken- 
ing to self-consciousness, and with it to°an 
intense desire for a larger share in the control 
of administration.. They think that-if colonial 
policy costs money, they ought to have an equal 
vote with their Sovereign in colonial policy. 
The last vote of the late Reichstag directly 
impaired the prerogative implied in the Kaiser's 
claim to be War-Lord, for through it he ceased 
to be able to keep sufficient troops in his 
South-West African possessions, where war is 
actually raging. The Emperor therefore, in his 


| 
asking his people whether they really mean' 


him to give way before the opposition of hi 
dark subjects in South Africa, He determine 
on a bold course, and by dissdlving the Reichs 
tag called on the people of Germany t 
stultify the decision and authority of . thei 
representative body. The Kaiser’s actioi 
clearly showed the German people tha 
he was ready to disallow the authority o 
the Reichstag, and that it was the duty of hi 


| subjects to simply obey and give him th 


means which he thinks his military polic 
requires, The German people have replied t 
the Empecor’s challenge with all due sub 
missiveness and have given hima majority 
instead of returning a Reichstag which woulc 
demand full control over its own finances. Ih 
other words, they have deliberately throw 
away their rights to a larger share of self 
government for the sake of the Kaiser’s Wel 
Politik. The issue was clearly put before thi 
German people, and neither the Emperor no 
his opponents endeavoured to minimise th 
momentous nature of the struggle. 

Herr Maximilian Harden, in his weekl 
review, “Die Zukunft,” describing the issues 
before the Gernian people in the elections, 
said:— ‘We want to rule ourselves as well 
and as conscientiously as we can, The German 
may be proud of much that his country has 

roduced. The German. peasant, artisan, 
soldier, and business man can hold his owm 
with any. There is great activity among the 
arts, in industry, in banking, commerce, 
and at least as much is eftomplished as in 
other countries and with scénty means... . 
But we are badly governed, and the most im- 
portant State institutions no longer satisfy 
the demands ofthe times. In international 
politics we can do nothing considerable for 
years to come, thanks partly to Uncle Edward 
and partly to our own fault. . . . Things ¢an- 
not possibly go worse than they have under a 
Hohenlohe ora Biilow ; our next aim must 
be to assure Parliamentary government.” These 
opinions were re-echoed throughout all the 
Liberal and Socialist Press of the Fatherland. 
The appeals on the other side were no less vi- 
gorous The Conservative “Reichsbote ”(Berlin, 
Jan. 8)says :—"“‘A determining fight has begun 
for the maintenance of our national honour, for- 
the future, even for the very existence, of the 
Empire. The German people must now prove 
whether they can keep sacred the hardly won 
fruits of 1870, or whether egétismi and political 
and national indifference have consumed the- 
springs ef life of the German nation, and will 
now deliver the latter over to the dominion of 
elements owning no Fatherland. ... If the 
anti-national parties aré returned to the 
Reichstag in undiminished force, this will be 
the signal for joint action by Germany’s foes ; 
it will be the prelude to a great struggle for 
the annihilation of everything German, which 
has for years been the dream of the Slav, 
Romanic, and Anglo-Saxon worlds, ... . Dur- 
ing the past few years the German Empire 
has forfeited much of its former prestige, a 
fact which is due partly to want of firmness 
on the part of the Government, but chiefly to 
the deplorable attitude assumed by our Impe- 
rial Parliament. The security of the Empire 
demands imperatively that our national 
prestige abroad shall not suffer further. The 
25tl of January decides. lf on that day 
victory is with those. who on Dec. 13 refused 
to grant a vote for South-West Africa, if 
victory is with Ultramontanism, which is 
inimical to the Empire, the time will have 
come when our enemies will believe the moment 
for revenge has arrived. We shall then in a 
very short time hear the rattle of musketry in 
the Vosges; Polish hordes will carry fire and 
sword through the East of the Empire, and 
the thunder of the ‘Dreadnought’s’ guns will 
roar off the German emporium of Hamburg. 
We shall have peace only if Germany is 
united and strong.” 

From a purely impartial view of the elec- 
tion results it is clear that, despite the great 
progress of the Socialist Party during the last 
few years, the masses of the German people are 
still unconscious of the elements of political 
emancipation and prefer to be governed by an 
autocrat rather than by parliamentary prin- 
ciples such as prevail in England. After all, 
their: decision may be politically a sound one, 
but thatis for the historians of the future to 
decide. 

Although no definite decision has been 
arrived at with regard to the opening of the 
next Reichstag, itis believed in trustworthy 
quarters that the opening ceremony will take 
place either on February 14 or February 19. 
It is not likely that the Reichstag. will sit 
longer than four months at the most. Its wi 
will consist in bringing forward and _ voting 
upon the supplementary credits, the next 
Budget, the projected law with regard to 
professional societies,and perhaps, if necessary, 
one or other of the treaties of commerce which 
have been left in abeyance for the time. All 
other measures will be~postponed until the

This morning the ceremony took place of 
replacing the Imperial coatofarms which 
was torn down from its position over the 
door of the Russian Corsalate at Alexandria 
by the mo yesterday week. Short'y after 10 
o'clock the Snb-Governor of Alexandria, Mo- 
hamed Bey Hafez (in lien of Mostapha Pasha 
Ibadi) the Governor, who is indispoced, ar- 
rived at the Rassian Consulate, in fa'l uni- 
form, in order to represent the Eyyptian 
Government at the ceremony. Among the 
officials present were Miralai Hopkinson Bey, 
Commandant of the Alexsndria City Police, 
and Kaimakem Cobbe Bay. the Sab-Comaand- 
ant. The Guard Comvany and the Police 
Band were drawn up in the Ramleh Bonlevard 
in front of the Consulate. All triffis was 
stopped, bat thera was not 4 great crowd 
of spectators present as it was not generally 
known that the o.ramony would tak: plase 
this morning. 

M. A. N. d@’Abezs, the loperial Rossian 
Consul at Alexandria, took up his. povition 
in front cf the Consulate in company with M. 
H. de Bch, the Rassian Vice-C :nsal, M. An- 
toine Hamaoni, the chancellor of the Consul. 
ate, and M. Zsky Pharaon, the dragoman. The 
Imperial escutcheon, which had been repainted 
and regilded after the contamelioos treatment 
it had received at the hands of the mob, was 
then hoisted to its former position over the 
entrance to the Conaalate. Ths Rassian fisg 
wag flown over the Consulate, the Guar i Com- 
pany presented arms, and the Police Band 
played the Imperial Russian Anthem, while 
all the staff of the Russian consulate and the 
Egyptian ¢ ffisiale present saiated. The Rassian 
Consul then shook hands with Mohamed Bey 
Hafez and there was. general interchange of 
greetings between the Co solar staff and the 
Beyptian (ffisiale. ‘Ihe band thea played the 
Khedivial Hymn, the Imperial coat-of-arms 
was fiually adjasted, and amidst another ex- 
change of offisial handshakes the interesting 
fanction was brought to a close. 

The crowd, which hid considerably increased 
while the ceremony was.in progress, preserved 
a most respectful demeanoor, and made no 
demonstration of any sort. 

M. d’Abaza, the Raasian Consul, accom- 
panied by M. de Bach, the V:ce-Consal, then 
drove to the Alexsndria Gonvernorat, and 
called.on the Suab-Governor, to thank him on 
behalf of the Rassian Government for the 
courtesy of the Egyptian authotities in having 
attended the ceremony.

AGRICULTURAL BANK OF EGYPT. 


PRECEDENT FOR MANILA. 


Washington, Janoary 6.-- There is mach 
reason to believe that the issuance of the 
report of the Bureaa of Insular Affairs upon 
the Agricaltaral Bank of Ezypt will have little 
infloence upon the Senate committee having 
that matter in charge. The bill introduced by 
Senator Lodge ast spring was hong ap in the 
Senate committee on the Philippines by a very 
decide 1 m»j rity of members, none of whom, 
according to recent i: qiiry, have shown any 
change of position. : 

The bill provides that a guaranty shall be 
made to the company with headqaar‘e-s in 
Mauila of an income not exceeding 4 per cent. 
per annum vpn cash capital actually invested 
in such agricaltural bank. Th3 loans are limited 
to $3,000 in any one sum, the interest charge 
limited to 10 per cent. and vo loans thall ba 
made except for the purpose of assistirg agri- 
calture in the Philippine Islands. 

The special agent appointed by the Bureau 
to investigate the operation of the Agricultaral 
Bank in E,ypt reports most favourably as to 
resuite, and is of the opinion that similar 
results might be expected io the Philippines, 
thoogh in a less degree successful. He points 
out that in all the yeirs of its operations the 
Government haa never been obliged to advance 
the guarantee. 


To THE Eprrok oF THE ‘ Eayprian Gazerre.” 
dir,—I hve read with much intere-t in 
your issve of yesterdsy a letter written by ‘A 
Casual Visitor’ on the above subject. He 
points out the fact that Belgian joists have 
been employed in the constructicn, and thst 
the quantity used is about 10 000 tons, a traly 
noble quantity tor a building of ita sizs. Se- 
cond!y, he says that the college was called into 
existence by British enterprise snd generosity 
to commemorate our late Q een Victoria, and 
complains that the building rpecification did 
not call for British material. I have been in 
the building business for » nawber of years, 
' both in this coantry and in England, and have 
bought in my time large quantities of Belgian 
and English joists, and my experienge has 
taught me that, for ordinary buildivg work 
and such purposes as floors aud oeilings, ete., 
which is the purpose for which they are re- 
qnired in this instance, Belgian joists are qaite, 
good enoogb, although their altimate bresking 
atrain might be somewhat lower than that of 
British joists of similar section. As a set-off 
against thie, however,-there isa difference of 
price, the difference being as a rale about £2 
per ton c.i.f. Alexandria in favonr of the Bel- 
gian joist, so that, according to ‘A Casuel 
Visitor's” estimate of the quantities, the com- 
mittee of tha Vietoria College miy at least 
congratulate themselves on having saved ‘in 
10,000 tons.of joists » magnificent sum of 
about £20,000, which sam it is hoped will be 
used in tarthering the education uf the pupils 
at the college, which might otherwise have 
been spent insprcfits tothe rolling mille where 
the British joiate woald have beemmace The 
British Chamber of Commerce can hardly be 
expected to have very mach power in influenc 
ing the letting of such a contraat for joiste

In my opinion the 10,900 tone is 
rather a fall estimate of the quantities ; prob- 
ab'y 800 or 400 tons woald be nearer the 
mark.

DR EID'S REPORT. 


(Second Notice.) 

For the mortgsge debts contracted ‘with 
stitotions other than the fiva already men- 
tioned, the best information that can be gleaned 
‘a the total amount lent, and as for private 
dealings these mast for ever remain an un- 
known or at least a very uncertain qnantity. 
The total amount lent by companies (chiefly 
English insurance companie:) Dr. Eid p'aces 
at L.B. 1,490,900, and he adds a farther LE. 
309,000 for private transastious (which figure, 
we mast admit, we think to be a distinct 
under-eatimation), making in-all L E. 2,200,000. 
Por this it ia imposible to obtain the exact 
number cf loans, and in conséqaence the aver- 
age amount of a loan cannot be stated. 

This mach, howaver, is possible, and this 
the energy of Dr. Eid hase accomplished. The 
nomber ot ons made ly the banks is krowa, 
as is the number registered at the Greti+, and 
the difference gives approximately the nimber 
of loans contracted o'herwise than with the 
banks. Dr. Bid seta out these figures in two 
colamne for the last six years, and in looking 
at this table we see the followivg : —

Assuredly the striking inerease of these 
figures must epeakfor itself. Striking, however, 
though it ia, it need give rire to no alarm, for 
it ia both natoral and jostifi ible, ard as, Dr. 
Eid shows ns later, is a testimony ot the in- 
creasing wealth of the conntry. Of course the 
introduction of the Agricaltaral Bank in 1903 
with its facilities for ema'! loans has had mach 
to dowiththe numerical inccease of the mort- 
gages, and it may be safely aseerted that each 
advance made by this institution .is a direct 

blow, as we ssid before, at the almost criminal 
extortion of th village a-urer and io inve se 
proportion # corresponding benefit to the fellab 
directly, and indirect!y to the. country as o 
whole. But another cause also has been recently 
at work whereby the nomber of private mort- 
gazes has been so markedly reduced,and that i 
the extraordinarily rapid risein the last year or 
two in the price of town and building property. 
In place of advancing money to & mortgager 
whereby the “mortgager, by investing the same 
in town Jand, arqnired a comparative fortune 
in a very short time, every capitalist hs 
entered the field as a buyer-of property, end 
few private capitalists to-day are content with 
the averige investment of s soaad mort sage, 
but all spare money is now employed in the 
purchase of lard wi:h a view toa rapid rise 
and the re-sale there f. 

But to return onc3 more to fizores. The 
actual number cf mortgages con‘racted is by 
itaelf of litt'e value. We most also have the 
superficial area of theagricaltasalland of the 
country and the average amoont of each 


mortgage : and the difficulty is to fix this} 


average amount. To do this recourre must 
be had to the information cf private percone, 


and although there n ay be the most competent, |

In the first place it 
most be recognised that private loans commend 
a higher rate. of interest, being. frequently 
made through family relations and. for other 
reasons of similar importance in the Exet where

—no mere corporation without a soul—could 
ever be expected*toretognise: 

Dr. Eid takes the mean awount-of the mort- 
gages advar.ced by the banks in 1905, namely, 
L.E. 165,-and to obtain a rough approximation 
of the average sum ‘of a private transaction 
he doubles this L E, 165, making<dt LE. 330, 
At this figare he calcalates ‘the total of the 
mortgage indebtedness from. private sources 
other than the five banks:to reach the figure of 
L.E. 5,500,900 for the years 1202 to 1905.
